THE BILL BEING WELL MAN- 
AGED. 


A Washington dispatch says that as 
the result of careful planning and 
skilfull management, remarkably grat- 
ifying progress was made in the 
House of Representatives this after- 
noon, towards the attainment of the 
action desired by the Pacifle coast on 
the Chinese question. In the first 
place, the extension of yesterday's 
session, in order to pass the anti-po- 
lygamy bill, until nearly half past 
3 o'clock, was. likely to be followed 
by an ordinary motion for adjourn- 
ment, which would have temporarily 
thrown aside the special order in fa- 
vor of the Chinese bill, with the cer- 
tain loss of one day's time, and possi- 
bility.of new complications arising to- 
motrow. This was prevented by 
Pages moving an adjournment at 
3:25, until 3:30, at which hour the 
House re-assembled to begin the reg- 
ular session ot Tuesday. He then ob- 
tained unanimous Consent to dispose 
of the usual morning hour, and as 


- goon as Speaker Keifer annouced 


the special order, Page imme- 
diately asked unanimous consent that 
the Senate Chinese bill be taken from 
the Speaker's fable, and substituted 
for the House bill named in the spec- 
ial order. The great advantage 
which this would give to the pro- 


_ moters of the Chinese legislation was 


apparently not perceived by their op- 
ponents; or rather the strategic move 
was made so quickly that compara- 
tively few members at first; noticed it 
at all. Springer, however, though 
not opposed to this bill, called atten- 
tion to the fact that another special 
order of prior date, was still unexecu- 
ted, and Hooker iuquired if the Sen- 
ate and House were identical! 


Speaker Keifer, who was friendly to 


the object of Page's motion, quickly 
assured Springer that the measure he 
referred to would not lose its place by 
the proposed action, but could be 
called up with special priveleges hero- 
after, and Page with equal prompti- 
tude, replied to Ho»ker that the bills 
were “very sithilar.” The Speaker 
thereupon was about to declare that 
he heard no objection, when Rice, of 
Massachusetts, exclaimed, I object!“ 
but under the pressure of deprecia- 
tory side appeals from Page, and vari- 
ous other Republicans sitting near 
him, he almost immediately after- 
wards said, “If this is substantially the 
same bill, I won't object.” Being 
again so assured by Page, he sub- 


‘gided, and Speaker Keifer lost no 


time in declaring that the Senate bill 
to execute certain treaty stipulations 
relating to the Chinese was before the 
House. The whole proceeding occu- 
pied only a few minutes, and the al- 
most unhoped - ſor success of the move- 
ment was undoubtedly facilitated by 
the considerable confusion that at- 
tended upon the re-assembling of the 
House after its very recent adjourn- 
ment. General Miller came over 
from the Senate room afterward, while 
the bill was being read, und occupied 
a seat beside Page and the other Cali- 
fornia members, end joined with them 


in congratulations on the 


’ 


achieved, and consultation ds to far- 
ther management. It was agreed that 
for the present at least, no limitation 
should be imposed on the debate, and 
Page subsequently so informed the 
House. In view of the late hour 
when the bill was taken up to-day, 
the discussion will probably be al- 
lowed to run until Thursday, and a 
vote be taken shortly before adjouru- 
ment on that afternoon, Page prefer- 
ring to speak to-morrow, and desiring 
Calkin’s prepared speech to appear on 
record in the morning, including as it 
does a large number of well-selected 
extracts from testimony given before 
introduction to the debate is es-

In the Anti-Polygamy bill discus- 
sion Haskell asked: Do you hold 


that territorial legislature can repeal 
the organic act? : 
Carlisle—Territorial legislature has 
not attempted to repeal the act; but 
it has legislated on this subject, and 
its law is the only one now in force, 
Robeson contended that the bill 
was progressive in its provisions, hold- 
it to be a maxim of law, and was re- 


tractive unless so expressed directly. 

Carlisle agreed that that was a cor- 
rect construction of the law, but 
asserted that Haskell had just an- 
nounced that the purpose of the bill 
was to legislate out of office immedi- 
ately every man who was amenable te 
its provisions. . 

Haskell—I did not say immediately. 
I mean by process of law. 

Carlisle—The bill provides, not 3 
process of law for the 2 of ascer- 
taining whether the people are guilty 
of an Offense, but it simpl says they 
shall be competent to hold office. 

Converse of Ohio endorsed all that 
was said by Carlisle. The bill, in his 
judgement, organized disorder, to con- 
tinue for the next two years in Utah. 

‘Williams ( Wis.) said the secret vice, 
however prevalent and deplorable, 
could never be a justification for the 
flagrant and u violation of public 
morsels and public law. Mormonism, 
with its adjunct, polygamy, robbed 
vice of its hidiousness, and demanded 
that it should not only be sanctioned 
by public law, but deified by Divine 
approval. Good thus intrenched, 
challenged criticism and defied at- 
tack. It disrupted and destroyed fam- 
ilies, it loosened the foundation of 
civil government, removed every cor- 
ner stone of Republican institutions, 
and in turn it controlled the ballot 
box; commanded Courts, and if en- 
titled to its demand, might commaod 
a nation, man ships, march armies and 
exercise all powers in its defense. 
While be would persecute no man, 
while he would give widest liberty to 
conscience and religion, he would say 
to Oriental Paganism, with its cus- 
toms and demands: “ Thus far, and 
no farther; where the clear waters of 
the Pacific kiss the pure sands of our 
Western shore— there you shall pause 
in the presence of the majestic power 
of the civilization of the noonday of 
the world.” eee) 

Robeson replied to the argument, 
saying that this bill was a blow against 
free government. 

Burrows stated that he would have 
voted for the bill, though he believed 
it would disappoint the expectations 
of its friends. Yet it was worth try- 
ing, and he trusted Congress would 
rise to the high position demanded by 
the American people and pass some 
efficient measures that would eradjcate 
this evil of polygamy. 

Haskell characterized the Mormon 
Church as infamous ia its objects, its 
purposes, and in its past accomplish- 
ments, but magnified in power by the 
priestly organization, unrivalled by 
any Organization in the world. He 
wished he could picture to the House 
this Mormon hierarchy of Utah, which 
was struck at by this bill. He would 
like to show the Democrats, who were 
voting to maintain that infamous 
institution, how Mormons had slipped 
out of the control of the General 
Government over 400,000 acres of 
public lands, and prostituted them 
to their iron-clad church ec- 
clesiasticalism. He said be would 
like to tell how they had passed the 
greater part of their territory out of 
the control of the Federal Courts anu 
put it into the hands of municipal 
organizations. He would like to call 
the attention of the Democratic y 
to the fact that the people the 
United States would not hold it guilt- 
less for the mere declaration on this 
floor that it abhorred polygamy if, 
when it were called, it should vote 
against the most teous bill that 
ever came before Congress. Every 
bill, he said in conclusion, that ever 
came before Congress in 18 vears has 
been killed by the same you 
have tried to enact in this Bill—loa‘ied 
down with amendments and left to 
die in the cloisters of ¢ Conference 
Committee, where the Poland bill 
went. That is where Frelinghuyten's 
bill went; that is where they bave all 
gone; and if it were not for the Re- 

ublican side of this House you would 
ave sent the Edmunds bill to its 
grave. (Applause). He then recurred 
to the amendment by Mills of 
Texas to strike out the 8th Section, 
and it was rejected.

Ep. Gazerre: Your correspondence 
from here, so far as I -have noticed, 
has been confined almost exclusively 
to the happenings and incidents in 
and about the vicinities of Loyalton 
and Sierraville. Now the west side 
of this valley contains a large majority 
of the supporting constituency of both 
those places, especially of Sierraville; 
and as we have been so persistently 
ignored, I propose to take the initia- 
tive in bringing to notice some of the 
present and pruspective resources of 
by far the best agricultural and stock- 


raising portion of this great valley, 
believing that it.may be of public in- 


terest, and also, perhaps, of some in- 
fluence in enlisting capital into various 
enterprises, which would be of great 
public benefit, aud: also vastly remu- 
nerative to the investurs. From Sier- 
raville to Beckworth's, a distance of 
about 25 miles, skirting the west side 
of the valley, will be found a double 
row of enterprising and thrifty pio- 
neer settlements. One lying along 
close to the foot hills, and having a 
heavily timbered background ef mag- 
nificent evergreen, pine, spruce, fir, 
cedar, tamarack, etc.—the otber along 
the tule, at varying distances of from 
one to four miles; the intervening 
space forming a vast common of rich, 
but unimproved and uncultivated land, 
bearing mostly buffalo grass, and is 
used by all parties adjoining as an out- 
side pasture. These settlements form 
an unbroken line, each ranch joining 
its neighbor, thus forming a vast 
neighborhood, rich in social advan- 
and in strikiog contrast to many 
parts of California, where large land 
owners exclude the possibility of any 
social pleasures.

What we greatly need is 
more water for these foothill ranches,

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About 25 out of the 34 members of 
the Republican State Central Commit- 
tee responded to roll- call yesterday in 
Pioneer hall, Virginia.

LAKE TAHOE. 


What is being Deve in the Weod and 
Lumber Business on Its Shores. 


R. W. White, who has been spend- 
ing a week at Lake Tahoe, says the 
snow on the north side of the lake is 
fast disappearing, but that the several 


flumes and tunnels on the ridges were 
drifted full. Chubbuck & Son have a 
large force of men cutting wood. He 
has kept these teams busy all Win- 
ter hauling wood from the woods to 
the shore of the lake, where it will be 
taken on a barge to Glenbrook. Mar- 
lett & Folsom have quite a force of 
men cutting and have contracts for 
cutting off a tract that will make 
40,000 cords. They will fill their con- 
tract this season. On the- south side 
of the lake Mr. White says there is 
about three feet of snow; one foot fell 
this last storm. The road from Tahoe 
to Truckee had been blockaded about 
a month, and was just opened for 
travel. He thinks the present storm 
will block the road again. Two steam- 
ers are in the dry dock at Glenbrook 
being 2 forthe oo ning season. 
The mills at Glenbrook will start up 
very soon. The company have 5,000,- 
000 feet of fine logs banked at the 
south end of the lake ready to be 
towed across to the mill at any time. 
Mr. White says the woods about the 
lake will be full of men by the mid- 
dle of April.
